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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the engagement 
mechanism and channel must be separate elements according to the claims. In viewing applicant's figures, the channel is defined by all of 
the interior surfaces in the passageway, these surfaces include the entrance bore AS WELL AS the surfaces of the engagement 
mechanism. Therefore applicant's engagement mechanism and channel share structural features in having some common surfaces. 
Applicant's disclosure permits the examiner's interpretation of the claims and therefore applicant's arguments are not deemed persuasive 
concerning the Johnson reference. In regard to the Zhang et al reference, the two portions (1 18,24) may be secured, but that does not 
mean that rotation would be prohibited. It is a snap fit connection. In addition the securement only occurrs if the tube is pinch in between 
the members.
